(1) a Vienne report, dated 11 April 1947, lifted a*, 
wistlo ja3?uf. as Hlnlsker of the Hwgarlaa legation In risen* f sympathise 
unknown* (KAT-143) 

(a) A laris report, dated 3ft Sorrabee 1944 lists 
lassie baHTCK m Hungarian representative in Tirana. BdVCK is * M frly 
intelligent ran and no Cocaradet although the Ceevralets s typcrl hla and 
the left dees net attach bin. This la due to hie estrone esetioeeaeee 
and tU&dlty, Hie *eey rears spent in the Bel km* ham had a strong 
influence on hit political thinking. Se has a great gift far raking 
content c and ran to have a special talent fer getting te tows the 
underground* tfadar the ravel! tch regime, be veriest la fragee end Zagreb. 
Being of Jewish origin, he had trouble in Bangor? during the prw-b'esi and 
iTaai periods and vent to Switeerland where he «su in ten et with Croat, 

Serb, and Cseeh opposition • lament s. In 1943, Berra HSgamr been# 
Hungarian KLniator to Bern, and in March 1944, them Wmmn was occupied, 
he requested baHTCK to take charge of the M 3 DT (Bragefiaa Betional lad*, 
pendenee Hovement) thioh is, with few ere apt loss, compose d enly of Comcrun- 
lots* fcAMCK ^ranged this orgrai ration quite veil si though hie cautiousness 
hindered hiu tu eons extent* Hie Judgments may have been eeaetiras warped 
by his bitterness and resentment caused bj a feeling of having been cast 
nside because of his race. So area of this report wee in ooateOt with 
hA-i'KK in ^vilterland for two years sad believe* hi* te be a deeply con- 
scientious nan these attitude and eeaduet were always perfectly correct.

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< -) A Home report (JRX-3831), dated 15 July 1946, 
states that lesxlo HaRTOK la a scrieue-minded career diplomat, 46 years 
eld. Ha was formerly head of tae Coaunml ot-gpo n sore d or dominated 
li?/ movement In Svltserland, acting under 33S5KtBi| orders, He vs* 
e dl b olden t and vat recalled to Hungary from Svltserland. BaRTC® was 
a Social Democrat. 



(4) A report from Austria (L£JW>41), dated la rchruory 
1947, Indicates that prior to the war, lassie BAE?CH occupied & minor 
position in the Hungarian For si ^ Ministry in iressburg, thdar the 
present Hungarian regime, his excellent ssrrloo and his non-part lcipetlcn 
in politics, contributed to his appointment Into a select circle of the 
foreign Ministry. ( *Hnokl Osstal y* - Executive Council). On 1 April 
1946, BaBICK vac appointed a successor to KR1TAC57 as Con sul-Oen oral to 
Vienna* Despite his excellent reputation, hjJiVJL vat under surveillance 
by the Hungarian Political Police as a precautionary measure against the 
recurrence of scandals caused by KRIYACSY.

b, ) CPJAS Organisation! 

(1) A Rems report (JEJU3547), dated 13 Juae 1946, gives 
this Information on the K0PJA3 movement * Source stated that the aovsmeat 
vas organised by fonaer Rongariaa paratreepere living in exile in Austria. 
The unit of Hungarian parachute battalion v&i wall, consisting of threa 
or four hundred ami and 3D or 40 officers but the esprit de eerps was 
unusually high* Tbs leaders of the movement are former officers of the 
battalion and fanetio patriots. The purpose o7 this g r ou p, "the league 
of desperate patriots 11 , Is "to exterminate Hungarian traitors". They 
believe that Hungarian politico! leaders are responsible for the tragic 
fate of the country, past and present, and that swat of the Hungarian 
politicians have pursued a selfish and short-sighted policy, sacrificing 
the national veil-being and loag-rmxge interests of the nation. Histori- 
cally they blame the ari sttoerate, industrialists, and Arrov Dress party. 
In the present trsglc si t eat 1 an, they blame T1LDT and his gang for not 
taking a firm stand against the Hussions, and the Oemaomlste for deliver- 
ing the country to their Soviet sponsors. According to source, the 
leader of the movsaeat is Manor fASSOITl, former emptain In the Hungar- 
ian Army, age 3D, nov in flagsnfurt, Austria* His mother is vvgllsh 

and source believes that through her TAMO HI has British coat acts and 
the movement is supported by the British secretly. Source said also that 
he Jcnovfl 5 former Hungarian Captain I0B0KPAY, feme ( t) , a DP is Austria, 
vbo Is also a lander of the XOPJA3. He is a ▼olksdeutsche froa Bongary. 

(2) Another report from Berne ( JRX-4176) , dated 13 
August 1946, Indicates that tha I0PJAS group, under Kikles tOBOMPAY, 
former - tain of the Hungarian tenoral Staff, consists of about 600 
■on vho vere originally organised far partisan warfare against the 
Russians* Thera are about 60 in the British Zone of Austria* lhe 
K0PJA5 has Informers scattered throughout all fhmgary and maintains a 
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regular courier service* the British are au e our ant of ease of thee* 
act 1 Titles and are doing nothing about then* 

(3) A report (3B0-631), dated IS June 194$, indicate* 
that the j.CDJAS ooveaent consist* of an emigre group with very little 
contact inside Hungary, and no contacts whatsoever aaong veil- placed 
Hungarian of ft dale* 

(4) KOU-161, dated 3 August 1949 , reports tliat the 
chi a/ of the KOfiAS Group la General UXO and hie closest collaborator 
it owe kikloe XG>UU>iAY* 5*he groty la carrying eut cere resistance 
duties* xlrea&y in interns 1944 this group was founded la agreeaeat 
with German ullltary authorities and erne employed with partisan fighting 
against the Soviets* Its dutle* consisted of rotlatvioe and sabotage 
against the Soviets, and IS aeti Titles while carrying out their clutlee* 

(C) A CIC rwncrt (KGBA-878) , dated 13 October 1M9, 
giveo the following Infernal Ion ea the XOWATt organisation! 

(a) General Aadreer or Andrea ZAliO, under the 
direction of the Hungarian General Staff, formed In 1944 the organisation 
tO?JA*. Intelligence nad sabotage were designated as the primary mieeions 
of the uni t, with possible activation aa a partisan g ro up in the event of 
Hungary's capitulation* This organisation, except to a msall degree, mas 
new actually fractional prior to the end of the msr* 

( b) la 194$, 2AK0 le reported to have returned to 
Hungary from his exile in Austria end to here reorganised the X0?JA8 aa 

a positive intelligence group* He returned to Austria in 1947 aad oea ducted 
a round ting Ofiapsiga for this orgsaisstlea froe <*ong the ranks of former 
Hungarian aad gendarmerie per pommel In Germs ny ami Austria. During 
1947 and 1948, ZAX tr swelled extensively throughout 3urepe establishing 
commodious with other Bulgarian exile groupe and seeking sty pert fro* 
Western power Intelligence organisation* for the XGPJAS, Z4K0 established 
ceoreetiors with oa-Oeaarol Ferenc FAStXAS in late 19 V7, but severed this 
connection almost completely due to hewvy penetration of the AILft by 
pro-Sovi«t syi?o*ithisers* After hie break with 7AHXAS, ZAtO le reported 
tc have ontsblishod connections between the FGff JAS and the Hungarian 
Hatlcc^l emit toe* This alleged affiliation has never beta verified* 

ZAT/' r/ovrif. fror Tlellerburg, Austria (British /csxe) to Abasai, by folbad 
Hall, r :yr«I, Austria (French feme), la early 1943* Blame bit move to the 
Krone h ■:»«, naimns reports h*ve been received ifcleh ladieate that 
trench Intelligence has been flaasdag hie mettvltlem* fewll this be 
true, it implies that the French are roc el ring similar data to that being 
provided S* intelligence by other XOfJAS members* The E0FJA4 is pre- 
sently melaUinin^ a positive intelllgsmee met within Hungary* Data 
forthcoalrr r-on this set la relayed via an iatrisatd courier eyetem to 
both TJX C and to various liaises of fleers appelated by :.-*S* intelligence 
Agencies is the XQPJAS gr oup * XtfO ia la all probability alee supplying 
this data k> iltneh Intelligence authorities at a elegr profit*
